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HE Wardens of the Pariſh-Church of St. Margaret, now known by the Name 
of St. Saviour in Southwark, were, by Letters Patents 27 Hen. 6. made a Body 
Corporate, and confirmed by A of Parliament 28 Hen. 8, 

The Monaſtery of St. Mary Overy in Southwark being ſoon after diſſolved, 
the Pariſhioners of St. Margaret and St. Maty Magdalen Overy were by A of Parlia-_ 
ment 32 Hen. 8. United, and made into one Pariſh, called by the Name pf St. Saviour... 

—— mm Sothwark,” and the Church- Wardens thereof were then made a Perpetual and Able 
Body Corporate. 

Which ſaid Pariſh of St. Saviour's, Anno 1556. upon a General Meeting, and unani- 

mous Conſent of the then Inhabitants, there was, for the better Rule, Profit and Quiet 
of the faid Pariſh, a Sele& Veſlry of Thirty Perſons choſen, which were to have Suc- 
ceſlion by the Survivors Election of others in the ſtead of any dying or departing the 
Pariſh, and had the Choice of ſucceeding Church- Wardens, and together with them 
the Government of the Pariſh. 
_-By which Veltry the faid Pariſh was well and peaceably governed for above Eighty 
Years, until the late unhappy Wars, when' in the General Calamity of Government 
the ſame was broken and diicontinued, and then the Government and Managery of Pa- 
rochial Aﬀairs being various, great Diicords and Tnconveniences aroſe among the Inha- 
birants, to the great Prejudice 0: the Pariſh; jor appeaſing whereof, and Prevention of 
Tumults and Routs upon Elections in a Pariſh fo large, the Church-Wardens and Pa- 
riſhioners Petitioned King Charles IT. ( of Bleſſed Memory ) to be freed from the Pos 
pulace, and reduced to their {0 Ancient Government of Thirty Men. 

Whereupon the ſaid King Charles in Councii was graciouſly pleaſed to refer the Mar- 
ter to George then Duke of Albemarl, and the Lord Biſhop of Winton, and whom they 
ſhould nominate, which were the then Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury, the Lord- 
Chancellor,. and the Lord Biſhop of London, who being all preſent together, upon the 
Humble Addreſs of the then Church-Wardens and Inhabitants, and full Hearing of the 
whole Matter, granted Leave to the Church-Wardens to convene the Inhabitants in 
their Pariſh-Church for the chooſing of ſuch Veſtry of Thirty Men, which by the Con- 
ſent of the then Church-Wardens, (viz.) Die Dominico 14 Auguſt, 1664. was done, and 
Twenty-four added to the Six Church-Wardens then in being, which made the Num- 
ber of Thirty Perſons, who by ſucceſſive EleCtions have ever ſince fairly managed the 
Afﬀairs of the Pariſh, and now do, to the great SatisfaCtion of the greater Part of the 
Inhabitants. | 

The Church Wardens of St. Saviour's, in the Name of Fohn Bingham and others, for 
a conſiderable Sum- of Money, did purchaſe in free Soccage of King Fames I. by Let- 
ters Patents, in the. Ninth Year of his Reign, the Rectory and Pariſh-Church of St. $a- 
viour's aforelaid, and all Glebe-Land, Tithes, Tenths, Oblations, Profits, &c. and what 
elſe did then belong to the Rector-Church of St. Margaret and St. Mary Magdalen Overy, 
or to the ſaid Reftory and Church of St. Saviour's, being formerly Part of the Poſſeſſion 
of the ſaid late diſſolyed Priory, and are thereby obliged to keep a fit Houſe for a Gram- 
mar School tor teaching the Children of the ſaid Pariſh, and to provide a ſufficient 
Maſter to teach them, and to pay him 20 /. per Annam, and 10 /. Yearly to an Uſher, 
and alſo Two Able Chaplains to Preach in their ſaid Church, and to -pay them 30 /, per 
Annum each, which was accordingly done till 1672. and then the Sallaries of the faid 
Chaplains was by At of Parliament advanced to an 100 /. per Annum apiece, and the 
School-Maſters to 30 /. per Annum, which has been duely paid. 
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
